(Drew Middleton, New York Times » 12 
January 1971+) He also said that, "We should recognize that the inde^en- 
dent powers of sovereign states should'not be used in such a w«y as 
wfiuld cripple the larger m«ss of the industrialised world. That is run- 
ning too big a risk and it is a -source of danger, I think, not only from 
out standpoint but from the standpoint of the oil-producing nations."
